difficult. 

• It is hard to tell exactly where 
the game, and panfish are moving. 

This, of course, Is entirely due ta 
the flooded conditions which exist 
everywhere In the area. 

Northern pike have. been reported 
in many shallow grassy spots. No- 
tably, along the weedy shores of 
Grass lake and the back part of 
Stanton bay. 

As to the crappies, nobody seems 
to know whether the run has even 
started yet. It is simply too diffi- 
cult to locate them. 



, In the meantime, though, singles, 
pairs, and- small groups can be 
found near the shores of Fox lake, 
Grass lake and various creeks and 
channels leading in and -out of the 
Chain. 

For those starting out for ' the 
first time, either a bow and fish ar- 
rows or regular fish spears will do 
quite well. Actually, most any- 
thing can be used to spear carp. 

But there is the chance that the 
big fish will pull off if the spear 
prongs are not barbed. 

A five prong spear works the 
best as it can withstand the weight 
of a heavy carp easier ' than the 
smaller three pronged variety.
